recent term of tho Supremo Court at Mt. 
Vornon, 
It was predicted that she 


would prove a plucky advocate, and her 
first caso is very promising. 
Tho fol- 


lowing is from tho Chicago Tribnno: 


This unromantio caso marks an opooh 


in legal annals in tho State of Illinois, 
becpuao, for the first time, a woman 
conducted a suit in Court, and conduct- 
ed it by, her own right under tho law. 


Tho lady is Miss Alta M. Hulott, at- 


toruoy-at-law, No. 133 LaSallc street. 
Sho took; tho butcher iu hand, became 
tho ally of tho washerwoman, and, 
through her, tho washorwoman triumph- 
ed, and tlia butcher woe forced to capit- 
ulate. 
Tho butcher had a lawyo also, 


and "the two lawyers confronted each 
othor in Jrfstico Boydon's Qourt Friday 
afternoon with their witnesses and 
copy of tho statutes, to say. nothing of 
a wheelbarrow full of Supremo, Court 
reports. Tho Judge stroked Inboard, 
tho caso was oallbd, Miss Hulott an- 
nounced that sho appeared for tho wash- 
r 


crworaan, and hoi- opponent that ho in- thoir"ri|eW,6iriidfng> 
torposcd his legal ,loro between the 
washerwoman nnd th'o butcher, A jury 
was demanded and,,six citizens, wore 
summoned. Tho butcher', through his 
legal friendt objected on the 'ground of 
certain' technical mistakes made by_a 
ConBtablo/bu't the. '0ourt, with a spirit 
of gallantry towolrd^tho unhaopy'wash-, 
or woman and for., fair counsel, and yet 
in'aooordanocfwilh 'law, pvorruled t?W 
objection and tho case proceeded. Miss 
Hulott laid aside her hat out of dcfer- 
onco to the Court,, and, perhaps, for the 
jury, and'thus stripped for the fray, 
oponod her intellectual battery upon tun 
butohor. In clear language, and with 
composed .mien, sho recited the story, 
told above, and ,sat down, whilo th,e 
other side told another tale, warning tho 
jury not to bo susceptible, nor bo influ- 
enced agiunst the butcher by tho fair 
pleader. 
Tho gentleman did not fail to 


say somethings that did not strengthen 
his case, nnd which had hotter boon left 
unsaid. Six mon—if they are moa— 
will have a loaning toWard a woman, 
especially if sho be yoang and interest- 
ing, and more especially if sho bo vm- 
warrantly pitched into. It was Miss 
Ilulott's turn again. 
She went for that 


butcher. Sho held him up to tho 
scorn of mankind. Sho drew a picture 
of that butohor,—big, strong, lusty, a 
being in tho disguise of man—and then 
of tho washerwoman—poor, weak, help- 
less, old—and soon had tho sympathies 
of tho jury enlisted on tho sido of her 
client. Miss Ilulett spoke ton miriutot 
.at tho opening of tho caso, and fifteen in 
closing. Tho jury wont out, and in 
two minutes returned with a verdiot for 
tho washerwoman and her fair advocate. 
Tho room was crowded with mon, and 
there waa scarcely a disinterested man 
in tho audiouco who did not rejoice iu 
tho voi'dict, not only because of its jus- 
tice, but because of the spunky, dofor- 
minod and. successful fight inado by tbo 
young lady in black, with tho fine in- 
tellectual fnoo and tho liashing eyes. 
Tho washorwoman was just delighted, 
and so was Miss Hulott who boro her 
triumph modestly, Tho butcher and his 
lawyer woro not in good spirits., Ono 
did not like to evacuate n washerwo- 
man's premises, for which he would pay 
no rout, and the other failed to enjoy 
being beaten by a woman, 


MibS Iluletl/s advent in the courtu 


opens a now field for tho exorcise of 
woman's talent's, and there is no reason 
why woman should not succeed'at tho 
bar us well as at mcdiciuo, literataro>< or 
in tho pulpit. All that is needed is a 
thorough knowledge of the law; • and 
courage and ability 
to practice it." 


Thoro it) no reason why a woman should 
noti do well. 
Into whoso oar bub a 


woman's will a woman hereafter in need 
of a matrimonial release pour tho stoxy' 
of her wrongs and sufferings? 
Who 


can talk on such a subject like a woman 
except a man ?—and every ono knows 
a man can't. Without saying moro,, it 
is plain enough that the introduction 
of tho feminine clement into tho prac- 
tice of law will create a revolution^ 
from which no evil results need be an- 
ticipated. 
Perhaps none but married 


men should be eligible as jurors here- 
after, for when lady lawyers become 
numerous, susceptible young men may
